The Great McCormick-Hall Turnout—

If attendance at a mass-meeting indRates 
anything Carter H. Harrison will retire when 
his term expires, the gathering at McCor- 
mick-Hall last evening to ratify the Union 
nominations being one of the largest ever 
gathered in that place, and some of the great 
political meetings of the city have been held 
there. The hall was as well filled, in propor- 
tion to its size, as the armuryof Battery D 
when the movement was christened, pretty 
good proof that it is growing in favor. On 
the platform was a delegation of the Union 
Veteran Club, and the following among 
others: Judge Cary, Denis O’Connor, A. J. 
Galloway, C. H. Adams, D. L. Shorey, B. P. 
Moulton, W. H. Brainard, George E. Adams, 
E. P. Cragin, Gen. H. H. Thomas, Samuel B. 
Raymond, John Hitt, C. H. Willett, S. H. 
Kerfoot, W. K. Sullivan. Nevans’ band tur- 
nished music. 


Preliminary Proceedings—George E. 

Adams Called On te Preside. 

The immense audience of 3,000 were called 
to order by Mr. B, P. Moulton, who said this 
grand outpouring of the people, at afew 
hours’ notice, meant that they were bound 
to have a change in the Municipal Govern- 
ment. [Applause.{[ He called on the Hon. 
George E. Adams to preside. 

Mr. Adams said, when a large number of 
men having, it might be, widely-varying 
views on other subjects, found one subject 
on which they could all agree—one purpose 
which they could all unite to achieve, and to 
achieve which required the earnest codpera- 
tion of all—it was the part of wisdom for 
them to lay aside for, the time those things 
wherein they differéd, and to attend to that 
thing wherein they could all agree, and 
to achieve that purpose which they 
all deemed, worthy of achievement, 
and which required the. efforts. of 
all. In the present municipii campaign 
there were, of coarse, Aldermanic contests 
in the different,wards. These contests were 
left to the wardis, and, as a result of them, 
there would be elected to the Council Alder - 
inen representing the various views of the 
people in their respective wards. Butin the 
election of the city ticket, properly so-called 
—the Mayor, Treasurer, Attorney, and 
Clerk—only one thing was involved, and that 
was the faithful and sincere execution of 
those laws and ordinances which existed for 
the protection of the public order. [Ap 
piause.} To secure this one end, a ticket 
had been put in the field. It was called, and 
deserved to be called, the Union ticket 
[applause]; and it appealed to all for sup- 
port.

After returning thanks he introduced W. 
K. Sullivan. He said that the gather 
testified to the fact that, even on the North 
Side, which had been maligned, there were 
persons who believed that a change in the 
municipal administration of Chicago would 
be a good thing for the city.

Much Uncertainty as to All the Nomi- 
nees Except Harrison. 

There was considerable activity in Demo- 
cratic circles last night, and predictions as to 
the result of the convention, which meets at 
10 today at. the Palmer, could be heard on 
every street corner. The renomination of 
Mayor Harrison by acclamation was con- 
ceded, but as to the other nominations every- 
thing was the wildest speculation.

less importance. If. Howard cannot get 
nomination he will be inclined, his friends 
say, to throw his influence in favor of a Ger- 
man, hoping thereby to secure a nomination 
for City Clerk; but he will find himself mis- 
taken, it is believed, and such a policy ill- 
advised, for his opponents for the Treasurer- 
ship would turn upon him ina moment and 
snow him under so deep that he could never 
hope to resurrect himself. 

The other offices, as before in- 
timated, were regarded as of 
secondary consideration, depending 
as they do upon who should get the nomina- 
tion for Treasurer. There was no outspoken 
opposition to Grinnell for renomination for 
City-Attorney, and it was pretty generally 
conceded that he would t off with the 
honors’ unless there should be some unfor- 
tunate break. A few of Howard’s friends 
were muttering against him, but there was 
no strength to their mutter though if 
Howard should be slaughter as it is be- 
lieved he will bs, there is no telling what 
may occur. 

The nomination for City Clerk hinges di- 
rectly upon what is done in nominating a 
If the latter goes

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FOOD PROSPECTS. 


Glowing Predictions from California 
A General View of the Winter Wheat 
Beit—Official Reports from Minne- 
sota. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 27.—(Spe- 
cial.I— The rain-storm which began in the 
northern part of the State last Saturday has 
gradually passed southward, and nearly all 
sections have received a good soaking. The 
former gloomy reports have been superseded 
with most sanguine anticipations, as the 
rain-fall to date nearly corresponds with 
that of the bonanza year 1881, when Cali- 
fornia had 1,200,000 tons of wheat, surplus 
for shipment, The rain-fall for the present 
stormin San Francisco was two and two- 
hundredths inches. In Fresno more rain 
has fallen the last twenty-four hours than 
previously for a whole season. The in- 
creased acreage assures a greatsurplus, even 
if April only brings but a few inches, pro- 
vided no scorching norther sets in. It still 
rains in several parts of the State. and the 
abatement of the storm on the peninsula and 
the valley is only temporary. 

ARKANSAS Crry, Kas., March 27.—[Spe- 
cial.|—Your correspondent has passed over 
the wheat belt of Indiana, Lilinois, Missouri. 
and Kansas within three days. Wheatin 
Indiana is badly damaged. Wheat is prob- 
ably 30 per cent below average. In Western 
lilipois it is 10 per cent below average, and 
in Eastern Illinois 20 per cent. IIIinois 
wheat, take the State through, is damaged 
about 15 per cent. In Missouri the wheat 
looks splendidly all over the State. The 
crop is 15 per cent above the average. In 
Warrensburg, the second largest wheat- 
growing county in the United States, the 
farmers pay. there is not a dead spear of 
wheat. In nsas the wheat also looks fine. 
From Kansas City to Salina and Wichita it 
could not look better. It will average over 
the State 10 percent above previous years. 
The average status of wheat in Indiana, 
Illinois, Missouri, and Kansas is about 10 per 
cent below average. Corn will take the place 
of bad wheat. 

St. Paul, Minn., March 27.—[Special.]— 
The State Correspondent of e United 
States Agricultural Bureau ‘is receiving re- 
ports of the crop prospects, etc., in the vari- 
ous agricultural districts of Minnesot 
which show a decidedly encouraging state o 
affairs. The reports are due April 1, and are 
only partially in, These, however, represent 
all except the northwestern counties of the 
State, and indicate that the agricultural 
prospects are generally flattering. In the 
older counties in the southern portion of the 
State the land put in wheat will be consider- 
ably less than last year, b the 
-acreage of cor and oats will be 
increased. The namber of hogs in the older 
counties has increased, in some instances 
double that of last year. Considerable in- 
crease in the dairying interest is also noted. 
The reports indicate that the cultivation of 
flax will be considerably diminished owing 
to the difficulty of getting clean seed. The 
general representations are that castle of all 
kinds have stood the winter well. ports 
from new counties indicate a large influx of 
population during the last year, and a great 
in * ot immigrants is anticipated the pres- 
ent year.

This label must be securely affixed to each 
Stamped package of cigars, and each box or 
case containing stamped packages of snuff or 
tobacco weighing less than one pound each, and 
this must be done at or before counting the 
packages. Any manufacturer or dealer who 
preters to do so may himself have prepared and 
printed at his own expense rebate labels for bis 
own goods. In such case the label must be in 
the words prescribed, printed in red letters on 
white paper, of suitable size in strip-shape. 


Sec. 8 relates to precautions which must be 
taken by witnesses to make sure that all 
packages contain original contents. 

9. In taking the inventory, thé witnesses must 

each count all che packages and keep an ac- 
curate account of the same on sheets of paper. 
whict they should siga and deliver to the 
claimant, to be presented tor future use if re- 
quired. Computations required to tind weignts 
und numbers and awount of rebate must be 
carefuily made and provea by exch of the wit- 
nesses, so that they may be able to swear to the 
correctness of the same, and of the total sum 
claimed. 

10. The witnesses should see that no additions to 
stock are made between the commencement and 
cowpietion of inventory, as it must embrace 
only stock on band at the beginning of May 1.

BEN BUTLER. 

A POSSIBILITY THAT HE UNWITTINGLY TOOK 
$15,000 OF THE SOLDIERS’ HOME MONEY. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Mareh 27.--The fol- 

lowing statement of the alleged discrepancy 

in the accounts of the National Soldiers’ 

Home is furnished by the Treasury Depart- 

ment: 


The circumstances of the case seem to be as 
follows: The home is a corporation and settles 
its own accounts torough its own executive offi- 
cers with its Treasurer, who is custodtun of its 
funds. The home is, however, required to ren- 
der a statement to the Government of all its re- 
ceipts and expenditurcs, and this statement of 
account is examined and settled by the proper 
accounting olficers. In the settlement of 
this account made some time since 
the bome was credited with two 
different items, amounting to $15,000, as having 
been paid over to and disbursed by the Euscern 
brauch uf the dome, but the Treasurer of the 
Eastern branch subsequently showed that he 
had returned the 615.000, and in a recent settle- 
ment of accounts between the United States 
and the home the Second Auditor and Second 
Controller charged the home with the amount 
thus returned to it by the Treasurer of the 
Eastern branch. It is supposed that in the set- 
tlement made between the officers of the home 
and Gen. Butler at the expiraaon of hie term as 
Treasurer this $15,000 was not charged back as 
having been returned by the Treasurer of 
the Eastero Bran Gen. Butier turned over 
to his successor th niance on hand, as sbown 
by that settlement. but if the above supposition 
shall prove to be correct, it will be necessary for 
bim to turn over 815.000 in addition to what was 
then understood to be the balance. Whether a 
correct balance was transferred vy dim to his 
successor or not can be ascertained by exawin- 
ing the books and voucbers in the offices of the 
Treasurer and Secretary of the home. Gen. 
Butier has 1 1— his readiness to pay over 
what balance is found to be due.

cial Gazette. — The following is the corre- 
spondence that has thus far passed on the 
part of the Treasury Department in relation 
to facilitating the exportation of bonded 
whisky to Canada: 

TORONTO, Out., March 23, 1883.—Gen. Green B. 
Raum: You no doubt fully appreciate the diffi- 
culties the distilling interest of the United States 
labors under, in trying to save itself from bank- 
ruptcy, in consequence of the overproduction 
of fine whisky. The exportation of the 
goods to Bermuda, and the proposed ex- 
portation to Honduras, by way of New 
Orleans, is at a very heavy expense, and 
attended with great nazards and hardships. 
Many milliovs of gallons must be exported, and 
it is in no wise contrary to the interests of our 
Government that it shail be done at less expense.

JUDGE GREGORY. 

HE GIVES HIS VIEWS AND TELLS WHAT 
THE REFORM COMMISSION WILL TRY 
TO DO. 

WASHINGTON. D. C., March 26,—[{[Commer- 
cial Gazette. Judge John M. Gregory, of 
the Civil Service Commission, has views on 
the service that have not been, at least latter- 
ly, in print, and which are weil worthy the 
light. Judge Gregory is the grayest, if he is 
not the oldest, of the three Commissioners 
and has grown gray in the cause of educa- 
tion. Heis above the medium height, and 
wears gold-rimmed spectacles, which add te 
a kindly expression of face. He is quiet in 
speech, but so evidently intelligent in the 


command of his subjects that as a conversa- 
tionalist he easily has attentive listeners. 
In reply to a question asked by a correspond- 
ent today as to the prospective popu- 
larity of the reform measure, he said that he 
had reason to believe that even those Con- 
Kressmen who were opposed to the measure 
personally recognized the growing public 
feeling in its favor, and desired its present 
success rather than mere agitation, and its 
final triumph. Indeed, members of both 
parties seemed to want it taken out of the 
Held of politics. 

Mr. Gregory said that the commission were 
considering their rules very carefully, and 
that their effort would be to make the exam- 
inations as thorough as possible and practi- 
cal, in the sense that they will bear directly 
upon the qualifications of the applicants for 
the offices they desire to enter. Anything 
like mere collegiate tests will be avoided, 
except so far as they may be necessary to 
show general intelligence. In England an 
objection had been made to the civil service 
being open to competition, on the ground that 
what were called the lower classes would be 
able to enter, while the aristocracy would not 
compete. Here, on the contrary, it would 
be the effortto open the service, so far as 
consistent with the public good, to the 
masses of the people. A strong point. Mr. 
Gregory thought, in favor of the commis- 
sion, will be that it cannot fail to stimulate 
educational work everywhere, making in- 
structors anxious to have their schools repre- 
sented in and students anxious to enter the 
public service. It will ulso tend to give a 
practical direction to education in the public 
schools. Another advantage will be that a 
young man, desiring a public career, who 
has hitherto known no way but to attach 
himself to the fortunes of some leader, may 
ascertain the necessary qualifications and ac- 
quire them. Judge Gregory also said it 


would be the effort of the commission not to 


run ahead of public opinion by attempting 
too much at first, but that he was confident of 
more good coming out of the new law than 
was now generally dreamed of. He also in- 
dorsed the cardinal points recently tele- 
graphed as made by Commissioner Eaton.

THE BRAIDWOOD MINE. 


No More Bodies Found—Proposition 
to Abandon the Search and Ciose the 
Mine. 

Bratpwoop, III., March 27.—[Special.|— 
There has been no change in the situation at 
the Diamond Mine as it existed yesterday. 
There have been no bodies found, and the 
prospeet now is that no large number will be 
found this week. The gangs ot men are 
still at work removing the débris from the 
passages of the mine, and are sending up 300 
or 400 car-loads of the soapstone every twen- 
ty-four hours. This afternoon Manager 
Fordyce called a meeting of all of 
the mining Superintendents upon the 
prairie to take into consideration wheth-

Manager Fordyce said that he was 
not in favor of stopping the search now, but 
thought that if it were continued for a few 
days and more obstructions found, it would 
then be best to close the mine. Those 
who have relatives among the 
lost who have not been recovered will 
strongly object to any such move on the 
part of the company. TWo of the unidenti- 
tied bodies were recognized as the remains 
of William Schultz and August Rambart. 

Later—A report reached this city about mid- 

night tnat two bodies had been discovered by 

the searching party while removing a portion 
of the large fall of soapstone that was spoken 
of in last night’s dispatches, 


A STARTLING SUICIDE. 


Sensational Ending to the Life of a 
Boston Religious Monomaniac.

EX-SENATOR KELLOGG. 


The Grand Jury Makes a Criminal 
Presentment Against 
J Him. 


That He Did Unlawfully Receive 820, 
000 for Influencing Brady’s 
Action ; 

That He Bid Conspire with Brady 
and Price to Defraud ‘the 
Treasury. 


No Indictment Yet. Found, and None 
Likely to. Be Drawn by 
Brewster. 


The Government’s Case Against Brady and 
Dorsey Considered Weak—The 
Scandals. 


KELLOGG, 
THE EX-SENATOR INDIGNANT. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 27.—[S pecial. ] 
—Senator Kellogg is very indignant that the 
grand jury has found a presentment against 
him. and declares that an outrage has been 
committed upon him. He attributes this 
action to Ker, Democratic assistant star- 
route counsel, a bitter partisan, and to Mer- 
rick, Democrat, one of the principal star- 
ronte counsel, who was very active against 
him in his Louisiana case as the attorney 
for the contestant, Spofford, and has pursued 
him since. Mr. Kellogg charges that the 
stories of Walsh originate in an at- 
tempt to blackmail, and that 
on the trial, if there ever is one 
he will be able to show not only that fact but 
some other astounding practices. The in- 
dictment has not been found, and it is pos- 
sible it may not be, for even if there is any- 
thing in the charges, the action would seem 
to be barred by the statute of limitations. 
Mr. Kellogg says there is not a show ofa 
chance that any case can be made against 
him. The Attorney-General, who is absent 
from the city, is said to be of opinion that 
there was no ground for such pro- 
ceedings, and it is possible that 
an indictment will not be framed. 
There is nothing new in the points submitted 
to the grand jury in the Kellogg case. It is 
the same old story which has been repeated- 
ly published at length in Tue Tripune. It 
originates out of the Price drafts, the expla- 
nation of which Kellogg has given in differ- 
ent interviews. His explanation was that 
the drafts came to him in connection with a 
business transaction, and had no possibile re- 
lation to any star-route matters. ‘The ex- 
planation which Mr. Kellogg gave at the 
time was considered satisfactory by per- 
sons who were familiar with the cir- 
cumstances, and whether Mr. Kellogg’s story 
was true or not, it seems extraordinary that 
Price, the Government contractor who is 
the guilty party, if any guilt attaches to the 
transaction, escaped indictment, but it is, 
perhaps, not more strange than many other 
incidents connected with the prosecution. 
One Cabinet officer who is familiar with all 
the circumstances said tonight that the pre- 
sentment of Kellogg was a political persecu- 
tion. Some of the Government counsel are 
reported as having admitted tonight that 
they dia not expect to be able to make any 
case out of the new presentments found to- 
day, but that they thought they would be of 


service in helping the Government in the 
“sent case. 
CRITICISM. 

Ayers who have closely watched the 
ending trial say that the Government great- 
y needs bolstering, and that its performance 

in the way of preéof is not equal to its 
romises. Few expect any convictions. 
srady’s friends say thatthe additional in- 
dictments against him are the result of an 
effort on the part ot the Government counsel 
bolster up their case and to enable them 
still longer to draw the outrageously extrav- 
agant fees from the Treasury—$150 each 
daily—which the Department of Justice al- 
lows tothem. The truth is, that whatever 
the result of the verdict in the star-route 
case, the comments upon the extravagant 
expenditures of the Department of Justice 
in the prosecution are very unfavorable to 
the administration on the part of Repoblic- 
ans who certainly cannot be charged with 
any complicity in star-route matters. That 
the services of George Bliss are worth to the 
Government 8150 a day, with large addition- 
al sums for his expenses, is ridiculed by emi- 
nent counsel here. Mr. Brewster will un- 
questionably have a day of severe reckoning 
with the next Democratic House of Repre- 
sentatives. If report is true, the extravagant 
fees in tne star-route cases are to find their 
parallel in the expenditures about to be in- 
curred in the prosecution of the election- 
fraud cases in South Carolina, one of the 
rincipal counselin which is Mr. Richard 
rowley. 


IN COURT. 


TESTIMONY OF DORSEY--THE PRESENT- 
MENTS. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 27.—| Special. } 
—The examination of Dorsey today was very 
animated, but nothing substantially new was 
developed. He made a general denial of all 
the charges against him. The main object 
ot attack is Rerdell. The defense considered 
it necessary to break him down, and upon 
that for the present are concentrating their 

fforts. The Government counsel today said 
at they did not desire to have credence 
given to Rerdell, except in the points where- 
in he is corroborat@d, and that their case is 
proved without him. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 27.—Ingersoll 
continued his examination of S. W. Dorsey 
in the star-route trial this morning. He was 
asked if he knew whether he had drawn any 
check for $7,000 upon Middleton & Co. in 
June, 1879, as described by Rerdell. He said 
he had not drawn a check for that amount, 
but did draw a check for $7,500 upon June 27 
or W. It was given to Rerdell. (The check 
was shown and identified.) The witness did 
not draw money on the check. 

The court did not believe this was the 
check referred to by Rerdell. 

Ingersoll argued that it was the check, and 
declared that Rerdell had forgotten the 
amount and the fact that he indorsed it and 
drew the money. He proposed accounting 
for every check drawn on Dorsey on Middle- 
ton’s bank; he asked leave to read the check 
to the jury. 

Merrick maintained that it was not the 
check referred to. Ingersoll had called Rer- 
dell “the pillar of the prosecution.” That 
was not so. If all his testimony were blotted 
out, there would remain enough evidence to 
make out the case. The pillar of the prose- 
cution was all the evidence, and not until 
they had pulled down allof it would the 
structure be shaken. 

A recess was taken at this point. 

After recess the grand jury cames into 
court with a number of presentments, among 
them the following:

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The examina of the witness (Dorsey) 
was then resumed. He denied broadly Rer- 
dell’s statement of the conversation at Will- 
ard's Hotel, and declared it was a blackmail- 
ing scheme on the part of .Rerdell. who had 
threatened to have Bosler indicted and to go 
over to the Government. Regarding the af- 
fidavit of June, 1881, which was read to him, 
the witness denied that he had asked Rerdell 
to make it for the sake of his family, or that 
he had offered him any inducement. 

A letter dated July 5, 1882, from Rerdell to 
Dorsey, was read by Ingersoll. Rerdejl 
writes that he has been considering the step 
he was about totake for overa year. He 
had intended to put himself in connection 
with the Government before he had been in- 
dicted, never dreaming that he was liable to 
indictment, because he had only acted as an 
agent. But, to his cost, he says, he listen to 
Bosler and refrained, a course he had re- 
gretted ever since, and something he would 
not do again for any consider n. AS a 
consequence, he is now penniless, and will 
be under a cloud, no matter what the result 
of the trial is. If he had stuck to the Gov- 
ernment he would now be free from indict- 
ment, and perhaps in a good position. Now, 
again, he had made up his mind to go over 
to the Government, and it is useless for Dor- 
sey to appeal in the name of his family, for 
he (Rerdeil) also had a family. He knows 
full well that, when Dorsey and Bosler have 
no use for him, he may go to the devil for all 
they care. 

Ingersoll described the red account-books, 
and the witness said he never saw such books 
in any of his offices. Rerdell never gave or 
sent to him any balance sheets from such 
books. Keferring to Kerdell’s statement 
that he brought away a book from New 
York, the witness denied that he had ever 
seen such a book, or thata book had been 
taken from the New York office. The only 
books kept by Rerdell by the witness’ au- 
thority were an expense-book and a route- 


book. 

Holding twenty-eight checks in his hand, 
Ingersoll offered to put them in evidence as 
representing all the money drawn by Dorsey 
in the month of June, 1879, from Middleton 
& Co. He handed the checks to the prosecu- 
tion with a request that they pick out the 
check upon which money had been drawn 
to pay Brady. 

The prosecution objected, because they 
knew nothing of the checks. 

Mr. lngersoll—You have a man who does. 

Mr. Merrick—He -never said he saw a 
check drawn. 

Mr. ingersoli—I know, he is in a hole. 

Mr. Merrick—Not much of a hole. 

Mr. lngersol—I would not take much of a 
hole to hold him [laughter], but let us Have 
peace. 

Mr. Merrick—The gentleman shakes his 
fist, and then runs around the barn. 

At the request of the court, Ingersoll 
picked out the checks payable to Dorsey. 

Bliss renewed the objection made this 
morning to the checks. 

The court held that the case was diiferent. 
The offerea evidence might be defective and 
incomplete, but, with the understanding that 
it would be shown that these were all of the 
checks drawn in that month, the evidence 
would be admitted. The checks were then 
read in detail. 

Ingersoll renewed his request that the 
prosecution pick out any checks upon which 


y Brady: 
he would then trace the check. 

The prosecution sat silent and the exami- 
nation continued. 

Ingersoll requested the witness to explain 
how he came to be connected with the mail 
business. 

He said he received a letter in 1879 from 
either John W. Dorsey ur Peck. ‘The letter 
not being produced the witness was not al- 
lowed to repeat its contents. As a conse 
quence of receiving that letter the witness 
employed Boone to act tor Peck and John 
W. Dorsey. Personallytthe witness had not 
the slightest interest in the world in any 
contract or bid for mail service. 

The letter to Clendennin was read. 

The witness admitted its authorship and 
was about to explain his motives for writing 
it when the prosecution eee 

Ingersoll argued that it was proper to 
show a witness’ motive, and as the law made 
the defendant a witdess, it was proper to in- 
quire into his motives. Merrick replied at 
some length, declaring that under such con- 
struction it would be possible for a defendant 
to explain away a grave charge of premed 
tated motive. 

The court, however, held a different view, 
and said it was proper to prove a motive 
whenever it could be done, and that the in- 
quiry went as far as human testimony could 
enlighten it. As a rule, witnesses were not 
allowed to explain a motive, because they 
knew nothing aboutit. Butin this case the 
inquiry would be allowed.

PRICE’S CONFESSION. 
ON WHICH KELLOGG WAS PRESENTED. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 27.—Follow- 
ing is an extract, obtained from what is be- 
lieved to be a trustworthy source, of the 
affidavit of Mail-Contractor James B. Price, 
which is now in possession of counsel of the 
Government in the star-route cases. The af- 
fiant deposes in substance as follows: 

In 1878, being the lowest bidder, amant was 
awarded the contract for carryiug the United 
States mails on the route, among others, from 
Corpus Christi to San Antonio, Tex. In 1879, be- 
ing desirous of having the number of trips 
increased, and the time expedited on said route, 
to the end that his annual pay might be in- 
creased and the route thereby rendered pront- 
able, the alliant caused to be circulated peti- 
tions for signatures of citizens living along the | 
line of the road requesting that the Postmaster- 
General increase the numberof trips and re- 
duce the running time. These petitions having 
been numerously signed by iofiuential citizens 
and officials were nanded by the alfianttoa 
friend in Washington for presentation to the 
Post-Otfice Department for its action. This effort 
met with no success. The affiant then appliedſio 
person to Senator William Pitt Kellogg, whom 
be had known for many years, saying to bim: 
“If you succeed in increasing my pay on this 
route and that of the one from Sbreveport to 
Monroe, La., I will give you $20,000."’ 

Kellogg said he would see Second-Assistant- 
Postmaster-General Brady, and learn of bim 
what could be dene. Meantime the atfiiant 
drew five postal-drafts tor $3,000 each for the 
herein-after-named quarters on the route from 
Corpus Christi and San Antonio. These drafts 
were drawn on the 16th of July, 1879. and before 
the order was issued granting the affiantan in- 
crease of pay on this route. A short 
while afterwards Sevatur Kellogg. reporting 
to him that the matter was all right, he (tne ak- 
fiant) banded to said Kellogg $15,00of postal 
drafts drawn against bis (the aftiunt’s) pay for 
the following named quarters—viz.: those end- 
ing March 31, June . Sept. 30, and Dec. 31, 2 
and March 31, 1881. In addition to the abov e 
affiant gave said Kellog hia promissory note for 
$5,000, payabie in four moutbs, with collateral 
attached thereto to secure payment of the same. 
This collateral consisted of Shakspeare mining 
stock and a note drawn bya mail contractor, 
Hugb White, and indorsed by a mull contractor, 
Monroe Sauisbury. All of this paper was paid at 
maturity. Senator Kellogg told the affiant chat 
the nete and drafts bad been given to John A. 
Wals (a banker in Washington) for collection. 

Walsh testified on his examination that he 
received from Senator Kellogg the paper 
mentioned in Price’s affidavit, but that one- 
half of the £20,000 referred to was on ac- 
count of Kellogg and one-half was to be 
credited to Brady in his account with Walsh 
in the latter’s eapacity of banker. ns 

Monroe Sauisbury, referred to in Price’s 
affidavit as the indurser of the White note, 
is a mail contractor whose star-route serv- 
ices are the subject of arbitration. 

The afflaut further avers that he was ap- 
proached during: the pending of the Coogres- 
sional 8 of 1879 and 1880, or after it, 
by one A. H. brown, a mail contractor, and for- 
meriy post-office clerk, who requested tne atti- 
ant to contribute bis (affiant’s) share to a fund 
ra y the contractors to pay the expenses 
alleged to be incidental to the passage of the 
Star-Route Deficiency Appropriation bill of 1879 
aud 1880. Mr. Brown represented himself to be 
Treasurer of the fund, and told the affiant that 
his (affiant’s) share was $5,000, at the same time 
showing him a list of vontractors, with the 
amount paid by each.

TRADE AND LABO 


Further Detalls of the Affairs of the 
Paige Bros.—Mecting of the Cred- 
itors. 

Osnkosu, Wis., March 27.—[Special.|— 
The theory that financial difficulty was the 
direct cause of the death of Simon B. Paige, 
at Davenport recently, is now pretty well 
authenticated, though strenuous efforts have 
been made to keep the true condition of his 
affairs from th» public by drawing attention 
to other problematical causes, such as an ill- 
advised marriage, the worry of lawsuits, and 
great pain resulting from rheumatism. How- 
ever much these evils had to do with Mr. 
Paige’s death, the real cause is now pretty 
well established as a stress of financial dif- 
ficulties. The three banks here hold the 
firm’s papers to an amount bordering 
on $100,000. Other banks are in the same 
predicament, located in St. Paul, Duluth, 
Superior City, Green Bay. Neenah, Fond du 
Lac, Berlin, Davenport, Ia., and an Eastern 
concern in Consorl. The liabilities ot the 
firm with which Mr. Paige was connected 
are believed to be from 8500, 000 to $600,000 
and two-thirds of the amount is in paper held 
by these banks. The total assets is rather a 
difficult matter to get at. 

A FAVORABLE VIEW. 

A gentleman who is pretty well posted in 

the aifairs of the firmethinks that with ju- 


dicious management sufficient can be real-- 


ized from the sale of property to pay dollar 
for dollar. The business at 
mates at $324,000. In addition there is a lot 
of pine land held by the Paiges individually, 
al some personal property which will 
doubtless make up any deficiency resul 
from the sale of the business at Duluth 
Davenport. That the firm was doing 
business in excess of its capital does not ap- 
pear to have been known, or at least fully 
understood. The commercial agencies rated 
them at upwards of halt.a million, when it 
is represented here t the Paige Bros. 
were never worth much, if any, over $200,- 
000. This superticial rating in the agencies 
seems to have given the firm much better 
financial standing than that to which they 
were eg yg The firm had put in 
something like 20,000,000 logs at Superior 
City, ana owes over $20,000 to men and log- 
gers at that point. 
CREDITORS’ MEETING. « 

A meeting was held here last Saturday by 
the bankers of this city to consult about a 
loan asked the parties constituting the 
firm to pay off this indebtedness. The bank- 
ers refused to advance the amount after 
learning of the condition of things, and the 
firm then signified their intention of making 
an assignment. Senator Sawyer, who was 
present at the meeting, was asked to accept 
the duties, but is said to have peremptorily 
declined. A statement made at this meeting 
of the assets was as follows: One hundred 
million feet of standing pine, $200,000; mill 

roperty, $150,000; lumber on hand, 850,000; 
5,000,000 feet of logs at $6, $180,000; 
total, $580,000, Some of the 
ers present. to be a little 
accurate, made an estimate based on present 

rices, etc., which reduced the amount to 
$350,000, but by allowing for some interests 
of the firm in tug-boats, it was thought the 
sum might be safely estimated at $400,000, 
The amount of paper held by the banks here 
will not interfere with their business. The 
National Bank, of Oshkosh, and the Com- 
mercial National, of Oshkosh, have about 
$19,000 each, and the Union National some 
$65,000.

The capital stock — this 
company is paid in at $300,000, Their prop- 
erty consists of a first-class sawmill, capaci- 
ty 150,000 feet of lumber per diem, two 
double rotaries, and one gang; also one 
large planing-mill and six dry-kilns—capaci- 
ty, 60,000 to 75.000 feet of kiln-dried lumber 

rdiem. The company have built adjoin- 
— the mill for the accommodation of the 
hands three large boarding-houses, twelve 
dwelling-houses, and for teams one large 
barn. All these buildings are first-ciass, as 
is also the machinery in the mill. They 
have a full outfit for camps of 123 
men. Their live-stock in the woods consists 
of forty-tive horses and eighteen yoke of cat- 
tie. They have also a new tug, the John 
Paige, which cost $12,000 last spring, and is 
used for towing logs to the mill. ‘the com- 
pany have succeeded in banking on Lake 
Superior, thirty miles from Duluth, 20,000,- 
600 Of logs during the last winter, and are 
still logging. They have employed in the 
woods during the last winter 125 men, and 
during the summer they employ 150 men. The 
mill property is supposed to have cost $150,000.

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TO DEMOCRATS. 

The Administration under which the peo- 
ple of Chicago are at present living is the 
worst, undeniably the worst, that ever ex- 
isted in this city. The streets of Chicago are 
more filthy than the streets of any other city 
in the civilized world. df evidence is re- 
quired on this point let men who have trav- 
eled all over the civilized world be inquired 
ot. The police force of Chicago is as ineffi- 
cient as its streets are dirty. The man who 
disputes this proposition may be informed 
when he reaches his domicile at night that 
his wife was robbed during the dayona 
prominent street. The concert-halls and low 
“dives”? of Chicago are more disorderly 
than those of any other city in the country, 
not excepting New York, which is twice the 
size of this city. Houses of ill-fame are not 
even regulated; gambling houses are prac- 
tically protected; confidence operators, no- 
toriously known to be such, stand unmolest- 
ed on the streets seeking and finding victims. 
The peace is not decently preserved; not 
even the semblance of good order is main- 
tained; saloon licenses known to cover the 
business of prostitution and robbery are not 
revoked; scoundrelism of every degree 
flourishes. 

These are a few of the flagrant abuses 
which disgrace the adwinistration of the Gov- 
ernment of one of the most important cities 
in the country. And thiscity is our home, 
the home of an industrious, intelligent, hon- 
orable people—a people proud of their his- 
tory as a civil society, proud of their com- 
mercial and other achievements, and ambi- 
tious to extend their influence for good. 
Will this people permit these gross abuses of 
administration to continue? This is the 
question, and it is to be decided in a week. 

That a large majority of the citizens of 
Chicago wish to abate these évils of a vicious 
Administration there is no doubt whatever. 
So strong is the demand for better admin- 
istration that a considerable number of 
Democrats have felt itto be their impera- 
tive duty to abandon their party connection 
for the time and form a new alliance with 
the purpose of rescuing the City Admin- 
istration from the control of the vicious and 
criminal classes.

HIGH LICENSE AS AN ISSUE. 

There is an impression that higher license, 
which is the point of contact at which the 
Republicans and Democrats have met in the 
Qitizens? Union ticket, will always be an un- 
popular issue at an election in a large city 
like Chicago. It may be so; but, if so, the 
unpopularity will be due to a widespread 
misunderstanding of the purpose and effect 
of the policy. Rvery class of voters in Chi- 
cago, outside of the lawless and depraved, 
may find a selfish as well as a public advan- 
tage in such a license system as shall yield 
the largest revenue (an object which will fix 
the fee neither too high nor too low) and at 
the same time limit the number of saloons to 
the actual demands and conveniences of the 
community. The interest which various 
classes have in this condition may be briefly 
set forth with advantage just now. 

1. The Taxpayers—This class includes not 
merely those Who pay large sums on real 
estate, but the small merchants and shop- 
keepers who are assessed on their stocks of 
goods, and the laborers and salaried men 
who pay on their personal effects. Indeed, 
taxes are more burdensome as a rule to those 
who pay small amounts than to those who 
pay large amounts. If, then, the revenues 
of the city may be Increased $1,000,000 a year 
by means of saloon-licenses without injury 
to the public or injustice to individuals, it is 
to the personal advantage of every man who 


the city avail itself of this additional revenue 
It will provide greater comforts and better 
protection, and eventually result in the dim- 
inution of general taxation. 

2. The Workingmen—The expenditure by 
the city of an additional million dollars a 


| inereased police force, and every added vo- 


liceman will represent the support of a fam- 
ily. Another portion will be devoted to the 
paving of street intersections, and that work | 
will warrant the improvement of many 
miles of streets now abandoned because the 
city has not money enough to pay for its 
comparatively small share of the work. If 
$300,000 were set aside for Improving street 
intersections during the year it would lead to 
the expenditure of $1,500,000 for work on the 
streets through special assessments, and the 
bulk of the money would go to the men en- 
gaged in getting out the stone and lumber, in 
manufacturing and handling the material, 
and in the work of laying the pavements. 
The same is true of the work on the City- 
Hall, on viaducts, bridges, and all the other 
public improvements which would be ren- 
dered possible by an increased revenue, 

8. The Family—Ali domestic and social 
interests would be benefited by an adequate 
license system. There is no doubt that the 
number of saloons would be diminished, and 
that those remaining would be more careful 
in observing the laws against the sale of liq- 
uor to minors, to intoxicated persons, etc. 
Saloonkeepers would be more responsible 
becanse they would have more at stake, and 
the low variety-halls, dance-houses, concert- 
saloons, and other resorts for the depraved 
of both classes would gradually disappear 
under the strict policy of revoking the license 
and forfeiting the fee of places run in viola- 
tion of law and public decency. Crime would 
be. diminished and police protection in- 
creased as a result of the high-license policy. 
This is not conjecture, but the actual expe- 
rience of all communities where the system 
has been tried. It follows, as a matter of 
course, that the head of every respectable 
family, and every wife, mother, and sister 
will welcome such protection against tem pta- 
tion, crime, violence, and vice as a godsend. 

4. The Drinking Classes—-Men who are in 
the habit of drinking in saloons—outside the 
dispicable class of dead-beats and drunken 
loafers who hang around for free drinks— 
should favor high license for several rea- 
sons. The saloons will be more orderly and 
respectable. The quality of the beer and 
liquor sold will be improved because the 
profits of the saloonkeepers will be increased 
and competition in the business will not be 
so indiscriminate and reckless as it is now. 
The price of drinks will not be increased, 
but a part of the money which every drink- 
ing man feels he squanders in saloons will 
go to the improvement of city government. 
Ther cannot fail to be considerable satis- 
faction in this reflection. 

5. The Saloonkeepers—The advantages to 
the saloonkeepers would be numerous, The 
brewers and wholesale liquor-dealers would 
not be constantly setting up rivals when they 
should find it necessary to paya high li- 
cense, and the responsible saloonkeepers 
would be relieved from a competition due to 
this common practice. The played-out ward 
politicians could not go out of office penni- 
less into the saloon business, as they do now, 
The concert saloons and variety shows, with 
saloon attachments, which now attract so 
large a proportion of the young men, would 
soon be closed out, and the patronage of the 
drinking classes would he divided up among 
the legitimate, respectable, and responsible 
saloons. The number of neighborhood beer- 
saloons would be diminished, but those sur- 
viving would make a good deal more money 
than they do now. Not only would the 
profits of the business be increased, but sa- 
loonkeepers themselves would secure more 
consideration and a better standing in the 
community. Finally, the assurance of a 
handsome public revenue from the liquor 
traffic will be an enduring protection against 
prohibition. 

The same line of argument may be ex- 
tended to other classes. Indeed, it will be 
difficult to select a single class, outside of 
the bummers, roughs, thieves, and prosti- 
tutes—whoin the aggregate constitute but 
a small part of the communitv—which would 
not enjoy some direct benefit from a uniform 
and substantial license system. If, then, 
this issue be unpopular in a city election, it 
will be simply because it iv not understood; 
and perhaps it would not be a bad idea for the 
Citizens’ Union Committee to address circu- 
lars to the various classes of voters setting 
forth the particular benefits which each may 
expect from a fair system of saloon licenses. 


THE IRISH AND HIGH LICENSE. 

The issue of high license has at last been 
placed clearly before the citizens of Chicago, 
and they will be called upon to record their 
votes for or against a measure which has 
become the most important public question 
of the day, not only in Chicago, but in St. 
Louis, Milwaukee, Cincinnati, Philadelphia, 
Brooklyn, New York, Boston, Buffalo, and 
other large cities, and in many of the towns 
and villages of this country. In this city it 
may be claimed that the issue is more impor- 
tant and far-reaching in its results than in 
almost any other, for under the immunity 
granted the saloons by the Administration of 
Carter Harrison they have come to control 
the politics which it represents and to dic- 
tate the policy which it carries out. High 
license as an element in the municipal cam- 
paign, therefore, invelves not only the re- 
striction of an evil which every one admits 
has escaped from control, but the restriction 
of pauperism, of crime, of corruption, and of 
dishonesty and the substitution ot good gov- 
ernment for bad government. 

In this contest the united forces of the 
Union party recently organized by citizens 
without regard to partisan antecedents will 
vote for Mr. Cary, who has already declared 
his advocacy of high license in a most unmis- 
takable manner. The bummers who are op- 
posed to any increased taxation of the sa- 
loons or to any measure of license which will 
com pél them to furnish their proper share of 
the municipal revenue will vote for Carter 
Harrison, who is controlled by the saloons, 
and who will be renominated by their in- 
fluence to continue serving their inter- 
ests. The Democratic party in Chicago 
is mainly recruited from our Irish citi- 
zens, and it is to them that Carter 
Harrison will look for hissupport. It is by 
their suffrage that he hopes to protect the 
saloon interest that supports him. We do 
not believe that the Irish population of this 
city is dominated by the saloons. We donot 
| believe that the gamblers and thugs and the 
disreputable proprietors of low dens and 
sinkholes of vice can deliver its vote to Mr. 
Harrison. We believe on the other hand 
that if they thoroughly understood the ques- 
tion of high license and could be made to ap- 
preciate the fact that it is a measure in their 
interests, as well as in the interests of all 
good citizens, that they would gladly vote 
for it. Even if high license is carried it can- 
not effect the reputable and decent saloons. 
It would wipe out only the disrepu- 
table and indecent ones, and the low 
dirty holes which swarm about every workx- 
ingman’s neighborhood, waiting like vam- 
pires to suck up his wages and bring distress 
into his family. Its influence would be 
mainly felt on the State street Levee, among 
the dens of Clark street, Third avenue, and 
Fourth avenue, and in other thoroughfares 
which subsist by an organized system of rob- 
bery, which are a curse to their neighbor- 
hoods, and which are the very sinkholes of 
vice and crime. What interest have Irish- 
men in these places? or why at Harrison's 
dictation should they vote to allow them to 
longer exist? What interest have they in 
the low groggeries that fleece and rob them, 
and thus expose their families to suffering ?

and to drink as much as he wants. Its only 
purpose is to restrict an evil which has be- 
come unendurable by suppressing those low 
dens which are breeding crime and disorder 
and rendering both life and property inse- 
cure, In this Lrishmen have as much inter- 
est as any other class of our people. 

All classes of respectable, Jaw-abiding, 
taxpaying citizens will support this move- 
ment, and the ministers of the Protestant de- 
nominations have cheerfully given it their 
influence. The Roman Catholic clergy, as 
we have said before, are warmly interested 
in temperance, and are doing a great work 
for it with their church tempetance socie- 
ties. It is clearly within their power also to 
do a great work for high license, which if 
carried out would greatly help them in their 
general temperance work. Their influence 
would be very powerful in rescuing Chicago 
from the clutches of the disreputable classes. 
lt they would speak out boldly for high li- 
cense, as Bishop Ireland and Archbishop 
Heiss have done, it would be a powerful aux- 
iliary in the cause of good government, and 
it would go far towards suppressing the evils 
which now disgrace Chicago. ‘They have 
every inducement to do so, for it is among 
their own people that the distress arising 
from unrestricted liquor-selling ismost keen- 
ly felt.

TOWN CONSOLIDATION. 

The one way to provide for the gradual in- 
crease of the assessed value of Chicago prop- 
erty and for the correction of inequalities in 
the assessment system is to abolish the ab- 
surd division of Chicago into three towns 
and to make one assessment district of the 
whole city. There is certainly no reason 
why assessments should be made on one 
basis in the West Division, another in the 
North Division, and a third iu the South 
Division of the city; but there will always be 
three distinct ratios of value so long as there 
shall be three Assessors. It is evident, too, 
that it will be impossible to secure an agree 
ment upon arate of increase, or good faith 
in carrying out any agreement that might be 
made, so long as three Assessors represent 
rival constituencies,and each endeavors to 
secure for his particular town an advantage 
over the other two towns. Since all three 


city, and together make up the entire city, 
there is no advantage in maintaining sepa- 
rate township organizations to offset the 
obvious and important benefit of consolidat- 
ing them into a single assessment district 
with a uniform and higher valuation of 
property for taxable purposes, 

About a month ago bills were introduced 
into the Lower house of the Illinois Legis- 
lature by Representative Parish to bring 
about the desired consolidation. They were 
referred to a committee, as usual, and there 
they have been ever since. Why are they 
not reported back to the House for action? 
What influence is at work to retard their 
passage? All interests in Chicago are favor- 


possibly, some small politicians and hang- 
ers-on who prefer that three offices and three 
sets of officers shall be retained where one is 
sufficient. Besides, the bills proposed mere- 
ty give the people the right to vote on the 
question for themselves, which should not 
be denied to them. Certainly the country 
members should have no objection to a meas- 
ure which is designed largely to secure an 
increase in the assessed value of Chicago 
property, the immediate result of which will 
be to make Chicago pay a still larger propor- 
tion of the State taxes than it pays now. 

One of these bilis provides that whenever 
1,000 voters in each of the three towns shall 
petition for uniting the towns the County 
Board shallsubmit the question to the vote 
of the people at a general annual election; 
that the officers of the several towns shall 
serve out the terms for which they were 
elected, in case of consolidation; and that 
the liabilities and assets shall be divided up 
pro rata according to the amount of taxable 
property. Another bill stipulates that when 
the consolidation has been made the City 
Council may provide that the Mayor shall be 
ex-officio Supervisor, the City Clerk ex- 
officio Town Clerk, and the City Collector 
ex-officio Town Collector, and that the As- 
sessor shall be elected for a term of years, 
not less than two nor niore than five. A third 
bill provides that. the new town shall bea 
single Justice-of-the-Peace district, so that 
the jurisdiction of Justices in each division 
of the city shall be extended over the entire 
city. ‘These three bills make up a complete 
and harmonious scheme, which, if adopted, 
will save the taxpayers largely in the cost of 
assessment and collection of taxes, and pre- 
pare the way for a gradual and uniform in- 
crease of assessments necessary to yield the 
necessary amount of revenue for the increas- 
ing necessities of the city, They should not 
be permitted to hang up in. committee any 
longer.

THE TARIFF IN POLITICS. 

It Senator Harrison’s remarks in our In- 
dianapolis dispatches about the new tariff 
are intended as a reply to the scathing criti- 
eism of that measure made by his fellow- 
townsman, Mr. Fishback, he cannot be com- 
plimented on his success in the controversy. 
That the new law effects a slight reduction of 
taxation is true, but this Is all that can be 
claimed for it, and this reduction has been 
effected so awkwardly and in such defiant 
violation of all the principles on which the 
revision should have been made that the work 
is one which, on the whole, will reflect no 
credit on the party that is responsible for it, 

The reduction of the taxes on sugar and 
tobacco, bank checks and perfumery, while 
those on coal, lumber, salt, earthenware, and 
dozens of other articles of daily use among 
the people were either left untouched or 
were increased is as flagrant an instance of 
class legislation as this country has ever 
seen. In the revision of the duties on fron 
and steel the reductions were Insignificant 
or were merely a blind. The new duty on 
steel rails, for instance, added to the foreign 
price makes the cost of the imported rail 
considerably higher than the cost of the 
homemade steel rail. The American monop- 
oly still have the whip-hand of the American 
buyer. All that has been done is to reduce 
the amount they can exact. 

The discrimination visible in the recent re- 
vision of the tariff is not only between the 
manufacturing syndicates and the great body 
of the consumers, but between these manu- 
factures and other industries that are wait- 
ing for a lower range of the values of raw 
materials to start into active life. The Bos- 
ton Advertiser, in one of its late issues, con- 
tains an able editorial giving instructions 
**how to export.” One way to export is to 
ninke goods cheaper than they can be made 
by the foreign competitor. That is the be- 
ginning, middle, and end of the gospel of ex- 
portation. But the Advertiser and its sect 
are opposed to a reform that would give the 
New England manufacturers cheaper fuel, 
and that would stimulate the American iron 
manufacturer with free ore, and would put 
cheaper lumber in the hands of furniture 
and woodenware manufacturers. 

The politicians may think the tariff very 
happily settled, but they only decieve them- 
selves if they imagine that their gratification 
at getting a troublesome subject out of the 
way reflects any satisfaction in the public 
mind or any intention of accepiung their 


The remonstrances now arising from the 
Jaboring classes against the importation of 


foreigh contract labor to compete With them 


show that they are beginning to feel that 
they are as mach entitled to shelter from 
foreign competition as thelr employers. The 
very heavy cuts now being made in their 
wages as the condition of being allowed to 
return to work in the mills and factories will 
make them feel more keenly the pressure of 
taxation on their tools, clothing, salt, coal, 
which get no share at all of the recent Pick- 
wickian reduction, The new combinations 
continually forming in the manufacturing 
world, which every day sees some new in- 
dustry pooled, as was done the other day by 
the glucose-makers, are a sure sign that our 
machinery of production can turn out more 
than our market can consume, and that an 
extension of our markets to foreign parts is 
an indispensable condition of our future 
prosperity. 

The discontent of the working people, the 
consumers, and the manufacturers who must 
havecheaper materials and a wider foreign 
market are a force sufflelent to compel the 
work of revising the tariff, so shabbily be- 
gun, to be pushed along. Senator Harrison 
is undoubtedly right in what he says about 
the inconsistency and incompetence of the 
Democrats in dealing with tariff reform. 
After the exhibition the Democrats made in 
the last session, any claim that they were 
the party of tax reform would be ludicrous. 
But there are a few Democrats who are in 
favor of an earnest grapple with this ques- 
tion, and they can be counted on to embroil 
their party in the most embarrassing man- 
ner. Senator Harrison’s utterances do not 
indicate that he lives far enough away from 
De Pauw’s great glass-works and near 
enough to the people to be eager to seize 
this opportunity of Democratic divisions as 
a means of putting the Republican party in 
the van of tax reform. But this would be 
the course not of a statesman, we will say, 
but of a really great party leader.

Tue Harper High-License bill was yester- 
day ordered to a first reading in the Illinois 
House by adecisive majority. It provides 
simply for a minimum license-fee of $500 
perannum for dramshops. This action of 
the House shows that the bill possesses an 
excellent chance of passing that branch of 
the Legislature, and, if .it gets in safety 
through the House, it will unquestionably 
pass the Senate. The only doubt which has 
been entertained about itsesuccess rested 
upon the political condition of the House, 
which is practically under Democratic con- 
trol. If the bill shall be adopted in 
that body it will have to rely upon the assist- 
ance of Democratic votes. In such case it 
will cease to be a Republican measure, and 
the Democracy will have to assume a part 
at least of the responsibility for it. Mis- 
souri, which is Democratic enough to satisfy 
anybody, has already adopted a high-license 
law compared to which the Harper bill is 
child’s play. There is therefore no special 
reason for factious opposition to the 
passage of this most desirable meas- 
ure. By its adoption one good end 
would certainly be served: the license 
question would be taken out of local 
polites. It is understood that the friends of 
the bill will make an effort to push it 
through the House without further loss of 
time, and if this end shall be attained the 
question of the amount of saloon license to 
be levied in Chicago may be removed from 
politics even before next Tuesday. If the 
Legislature shall pass the bill as it stands, 
the election of Carter Harrison would not 
prevent and the election of Judge Cary 
would not have anything to do with secur- 
me the fixing of a license on Chicago sa- 
loons. 


Tue course of the markets yesterday in 
wheat and Central Pacific stocks brought out 
forcibly a phase in which modern specula- 
tion differs radically from that of the ancient. 
pattern. The drouth in California threatened 
to make wheat scarce and to reduce the earn- 
ings of the road in question. The copious 
rainfall on the Pacific Slope reported yester- 
day morning brought promise of more wheat 
and increased earnings. According to the 
old-fashioned methods of reasoning, the price 
of wheat should have declined yesterday 
under promise of abundance and the same 
cause should have advanced the price of 
the railroad stock. But the facts were pre- 
cisely reversed. Wheat advanced and the 
stock declined.. The secret of the anomaly 
seems to be that philosophy has invaded the 
ranks of the speculators. In homely phrase, 
they are grown too cute.” So many people 
sold wheat and bought stock during the 
drouth in the expectation of getting more 
than even on the advent of rain that there 
was no one left to sell the one and buy the 
other when the rain did fall. On the con- 
trary, the orders to fill in short wheat and 
buy long stock were in the majority. 
Philosophy does not always pay, especially 
when there is too much of it to the thousand.

Wr have already commented upon the evi- 
dent intention of the Democratic Aldermen 
that there shall not be an honest elechon 
next Tuesday. They know well enough 
that the present uprising of the orderly and 
decent people of the city means an over- 
whelming defeat of the saloon bummers’ 
candidates unless it can be prevented by un- 
derhanded means, To this end they have 
packed the strong Democratic wards with 
their judges and clerks and ruled out all Re- 
publicans, so that their manipulation of the 
returns shall not be interfered with.

There 
should be no delay in attending to this. It is 
the most serious danger of the campaign.

They 
produce nine-tenths of the disorder, the 
crime, the distress, and the pauperism in the 
city. Why should they not be compelled to 
do something handsome for the city’s im- 
provement, and help lessen the burdens of 
the poor and the workingmen ?

We are accustomed to think that the 
United States is the one absorbent point of 
emigration in this world, and that it bids fair, 
like Aaron's serpent, to swallow all the rest. 
Most of our readers will probably be surprised 
to learn that there is a country which, consi 
ing the.size, is drawing in more foreigners n 
ours, and that that country is France. M. Leroy - 
Beaulieu has recently published in L’Hcono- 
miste Frangats the statistics of the increase of 
alien population in France. In the first quarter 
of this century there was no immigration into 
that country. France was for the French alone. 
In 1857 a small but steady stream of foreigners 
began to set in. Their proportionin 1861, bow- 
ever, reached only 133 per cent to the whole 
population; in 1881 the proportion bad reached 
3 per cent. Ineach year the increase reaches 
40.000. M. Beaulieu calculates that if it con- 
tinues to increase in the same proportion 
as the last two years. for the rest of the 
century one-fourth of the adult population will 
be aliens. The large properton of this immi- 
gration is from Germany, and the causes of it 
are, according to M. Beaulieu, the abundance of 
capital, the high wages, and the fact that many 
of the trades are left unoccupied by French 
boys and men. The same causes account for 
the large immigration into our own country of 
killed workmen. it is a very advantageous 
condition of affairs for the foreign skilled work- 
man. But how about the native Frenchmen 
and Americans, whose work, w and pros- 
perity are thus suffered to fall into alien hands? 
The Freach young man, says M. Beaulieu, is too 
effeminate to learn a hard, steady trade. He 
goes to America to cook, to dance, to play some 
light role in life, while the German comes in to 
fill his place at home. Precisely in the same way 
the young American makes of himself a book- 
keeper or salesman, while the skilled trades are 
filled by Germans and English.

Ir was not many years since that Russla 
was regarded as the granary of Europe, byt of 
late years the United States and India have to a 
great extent become the sources of supplies. 
This has resulted from the change in the culti- 
vation of the soil by which free labor was substi- 
tuted for that of serfs, but owing to a number 
of circumstances in which the usurer and the 
land laws play an importaut part the new 
method is less efficient than the oid; and, sec- 
ond, from a change in the manner of marketing 
tne grain. Formerly Russian wheat was held in 
very high estimation, and at the different mar- 
kets quantities of wheat whose excellence was 
guaranteed by a knowledge of its source could 
always be had. Now, as a rule, the cultivators 
are in financial straits, and mortgage their ¢rops 
to speculators, who do not besitate to mix a 
high grade with a low grade and export it as all 
high-grade wheat. These dishonest methods 
have become so general as seriously to affect the 
foreign demand for Kugsian cereals, and a sys- 
tem of Government ſuspection is proposed as an 
extreme remedy for the situation. Were as et- 
fective a system of grain inspection as exists in 
this country adopted we may well fear the re- 
suits of Russian competition; and if our export 
of ceréal products is diminished bow can we 
hope to maintain the favorable * balance”? 


Tur latest and most approved form of pro- 
viding for political lame dyicks or personal 
friends is in their appolutment as special coun- 
sel to assist in the prosecution of eases in the 
United States courts.

A very plain-spoken report, which 
bas just been issued by the Administration of 
Prisons at St. Petersburg, declares that their 
present condition is deplorable, and anvounces 
that the sum of £100,000—a mere bagatelle—bag 
been assigned this year for the extension and 
improvement of the State prisons. The report 
declares that the prisons, which afford aecom- 
modation for only 76,000 persons, are crowded 
with at least 100,000, and that five prisoners are 
crammed into cells designed for one, with ro- 
sults as to morality which can be imagined, 


THE question of making some changes in 
the Congressional! districts of Connecticut is be- 
fore the Legislature of that State. The number 
of Representatives given to the State was not 
increased or diminished by the last Apportion- 
ment law, but the growth of population during 
the last decade has been largely in the Second 
District, and made it out of proportion to the 
other districts, Its population is now 75,000 
greater than the hird District.

RETURN OF ENSIGN HUNT AND THREE OF 


THE JEANNETTE OREW. 
New York, March 27.—Ensign H. J. Hunt, 


of the Rogers, and Seamen J. II. Bartlett, H. 
W. Leach, F. E. Manson, ann Johu Louter- 
bach, members of the crew of the Jeannette, 
arrived today on board the steamer West- 
phalla. The party left Bolun, at 
the mouth of the Lena the 2th 
of October last. The first stage of 
their journey was to Verkhoiausk, and 
occupied ten days. It took ten days more to 
reach Yakoutsk, nine days to reach Viteen, 
and two days toreach Kirinsk. There one of 
the party—Aniquin, an Indiap hunter, who 
was suffering from small-pox—became so ill 
it was impossible for him to proceed further, 
and Eusign Hunt sent forward to Irkutsk, a 
distance of four days, Seamen Leach and 
Louterbach, with Thornum, an interpreter, 
remaining at Kirinsk himseif with Aniguin 
and others of the party until the Indian 
finally died Jan. 5. The party was again re- 
united at Kirinsk, and proceeded together to 
Irkutsk. Thence they continued their jour- 
ney to Orenburg, on the borders of Russia, a 
distance of twenty-four days. All this part 
of their long journey had been made in sleds 


over the snowy steppes of Siberia, travel 


night and day. At Orenbaug they exchange 


their sleds for steam-cars, ana traveled by 
railroad to St. Petersburg, where they re- 
mained for one week, aud then proceeded 
direct to Hamburg, where on the 14th inst.

TELEGRAPH LITIGATION. 
THE CONSOLIDATION 8UIT. 

NEW York, March 27.—In the Superior 
Court this morning Judge Freeman rendered 
an elaborate opinion in the suit of Josiah C. 
Reiff against the Western Union and Mutual 
Union Telegraph Companies and others in 
which he grants the motion to continue the 
temporary injunction. Suit was brought 
to restrain the consolidation between the 
Mutual and Western Union Companies by 
which the latter was to lease the lines of the 
former company. Judge Freeman lays 
down certain conditions to be observed, how- 
ever. It is argued,” he says, “that inas- 
much as the purpose of the lease is to create 
and maintain a monopoly of the telegraph 
business, itis contrary to public policy. If 


this question were to be determined on gen- 
eral principles of philosophy or rules 
of common law, there would be great force 
in the argument, but it is for the law-making 
power of the State to define what the public 
policy ona given point shall be. I must 
hold that under the act of 1870 the Western

Fred B. Wurde in “ Virginius”™ at the 
Grand Opera- House. 

Monday evening at the Grand Opera-House 
Fred B. Warde made his first appearance in 
Chicago as a tragic actor, and was greeted by 
& very good audience, which welcomed 
the actor warmly. Mr. Warde has been 
seen here before in legitimate roles, 
having supported John McCullough several 
seasons, and he has always been known as a 
careful and painstaking actor. This is his 
second season before the public as a star, 
and the fact that he has heretofore avoided 
large cities shows that his aim was to make 
his efforts worthy of the attention of a metro- 
politan audience before he submitted his 
el ri 1 

ec as open play Knowles’ 
tragedy, “ Virginius”’—a play which the 
theatregoers of the present day associate 
with John MeCul mee. It is but 
natural, tien, that tls performance 
of the character of the Roman father 
should be compared with that of Mr. McCul- 
lough; and it may be said that Mr. Warde’s 
impersonation does not suffer by the compar- 
ison. He is oft a more sympathetic 
voice than Mr. aicCullough, and in the 
strongly emotional scenes he is seen 
at his best. The earnest, conscientious 
work of the actor is recognized 
in every scene. To a certain extent his Vir- 
ginius is a copy of the performance of 
tragedian whom he 80 long supported, but 
he has introduced much effective new busi- 
ness. His best work is done in the forum 
scene, and his speech to Claudiusis finely 
delivered. His killing of his daughter 
in this act is made very 
effective, and his defiance of Claudius and 
his hetors is exceedmgly forcible, giving a 
strong climax to the act. Mr. Warde’s as- 
sumption of madness in the last act was 
quite artistic, though at times his feeble tot- 
ter and affected chifdishness detracted from 
the force of the character and made 
the Roman soldier like a helpless little 
child. In the scene with Claudius in the 
rison he was very strong, and the curtain 
nally fell upon a very striking picture. As 
a whole Mr. Warde’s performance of Vir- 
ginius is to be highly commended as a care- 
ful and conscientious piece of work. 

‘The company supportiseg the tragedian is 
not astrong one, though there were one or 
twoin the cast who acquitted themselves 
very creditably—notably James B. Curra 
the veteran actor, who was garnest an 
forcible as Dentatus, and Johg T. Malone, 
who gave a manly represeptation of Icilius.

A small, but kindly-disposed audience as- 
sembled at the Grand Opera-House last even- 
ing to witness Fred Warde’s performance of 
“Richard III.“ It would appear that Mr. 
Warde has made the same mistake that 
Mr. Keene did in essaying too 
many trying röles in the early part of his 
career as a tragic star, for his performance of 
Richard is not what could expected.

The Great Theme Which Is Disturbing 
the Minds of the Clerks of a Whole- 
sale Dry-Goods House. 

There are mild threats of a strike at Far- 


well & Co.'s mammoth new wholesale house 
on Market street. The existing trouble is 


with the clerks in the packing department, 


and it isall about “supper-money.” There 


are about 100 of these packing clerks, and it 
has been the custom at Farwell’s—as at other 
large establishments of the same kind—to 
keep the young men at work about three 
hours later than usual during busy sea- 


sons like the present and allow them 


halt a dollar extra for supper- 


money in order that ther may not lose 
time by going to their respective homes or 
boarding-houses. Last week, however, when 
the clerks were called upon to work after 6 


o’clock, the regular time for knocking off, it 


was announced to them that Mr. Chumasero, 


the manager, had decided to give out no 
more supper-money, but to allow the clerks 
to go home to supper. This announcement 
created noi a little dissatisfaction among the 
clerks, and the alleged injustice of the new 
departure was thoroughly eanvassed among 
them after leaving the store. True, they 
were told to take plenty of time for supper. 
but some of those who live several miles 
from the store found that after riding 
home, eating, and riding back, they 
had very little time left for work, the late 
knocking-off hour being 9:45.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Mareh 27.—[Special.}

FRIEND OF ARTHUR. 

NEW York, March 7.— [Special. —Mr. 
Clinton K. heeler, whose personal reiatious 
with President Arthur have always been of 
the closest churacter, speaking of the late 
Postmaster-General, said tonight that he 
knew of no one whourthe President would 
regret to lose more than Judge Howe. 
*“ Aside trom being a member of his official 
faindiy, the late Postmaster-General was one 
of Arthur’s warwest personal admirers, and 
I know the President will be very much 
affected by his death.“ 

“Whom do you think the President will 
select as his successor, Mr. Wheeler?“ 
hat I, of course, cannot tell. 1 was in 
Washington until after the adjournment of 
Congress, and talked with the President on a 
great many topics, but no one then antici- 
pated anything of this kind.“ 

“Do you think Frank Hatton will be 
selected?“ 

* i cannot say that he will be; but Hatton 
isan active fellow, with plenty of push about 
bim. He would doubtless make an efficient 
officer, but what the country would think 
about him as a Cabinet officer, I cannot say. 
It would be civil-service reform. Hatton 
stands next in line, but he is quite a young 
man to de a member of the Cabinet.“ 

What are Representative Richard Crow- 
ley’s chances ?”’ 

“I do not think Crowley wants it at all. He 
has gone back to the practice of law in Buf- 
Talo, where he can have all the business he 
can 74 handle, and 1 do not think he 
would care for the place. Of course, he and 
Arthur have always been good friends, and 
the President would do almost anything for 
him. I reeeiveda telegram from Crowley 
sewn: saying he was en route South and 
wou d spend tomorrow in Washington, but 
I do not expect to see him made Poustmaster- 
General.“ n 

Mr. Wheeler, what do you think of the 
likelihood of the President going to Ohio for 
a Cabinet officer?” 1 hardly regard it 
possible that he should. 1 see Ben Butter- 
worth and Poster mentioned, but it seems to 
me that this appointmen® ought to go to the 
Northwest. Hatton, you know, comes from 
Iowa, and Iowa is getting to be a very im- 
portant State.” 

It has been intimated that the President 
might take this opportunity to make several 
changes in his Cabinet. Do you believe that 
Arthurintends to do anything of that kind?“ 

“IT donot. In fact 1 believe, that, if the 
President could have so wilied it, he would 
have made no changes in his.

They are the worst band of 
indians in America. The agency Indians are 
behaving well. Not one has ett Carios, and 
their assistance can be relied upon in case all 
the Chiricahuas return, as they may do if 
pressed by Mexican troops or desire of plunder.

A few more massacres added to the long 
list of the last three or four years may cause a 
solution of this Indian quesuou as regards Ari- 
zona that will be as summary as it is complete, 
and as startling to the Eastern philaathropiet as 
it is satisfactory to the endangered frontiers- 
man. If Gen. Crook were as anxious to appear 
upon the field of battle as be isin the columns 
of the press he would be somewhere in the vi- 
cinity of recent Indian oufrages. Wilicox’s 
statements and actual facts do not agree.“ 


BILLIARDS. 


Morris Defeated by Sexton. 
About 350 people assembled in Central 
Musie-Hall yesterday afternoon to witness 
the second game in the J. M. Brunswick & 
Balke Co.’s great balk-line tournament for 
the world’s championship, the contestants 
being William E. Sexton, of New York, the 
champion cushion-carrem player, and Alonzo 
Morris, of Chicago. In the absence of 
Henry Rhines, the regular tournament ref- 
eree, that position was filled by Parker 
Byers, of Lafayette, Ind., the champion of 
his State, while Charles Mathews was 
marker and Charles L. Page scorer, 

The game, though slow, was in many re- 
spects interesting, Morris looking dangerous 
for a time, but going to pieces badly toward 
the end. Sexton played brilliantly at times, 
and at others just the reverse, finally pulling 
through a winner simply because Morris al- 
lowed him to. 

Morris won the lead, and, taking the black 
ball, he counted 4 off the lay-off by cushion- 
carrom and open-table play, missing a three- 
cushion shot. Sexton followed with 5 made 
in the same manner, missing a draw from 
the upper cushion at the sixth venture. 
Morris played the cushion for 10, and then 
slipped up on the easiest kind ef a one- 
cushion shot. Sexton, by gentle touches at the 
lower end of the table and fine position play, 
combined with the knowledge of cushion 
carroms that made him champion, rolled up a 
total of 60, finally failing on a shot for four 
cushions. Morris made and missed a two- 
cushion venture, leaving the balls in good 
shape for his antagonist, Who ran up another 
total of 9 by position play before a failure on 
an 1 draw at the lower eng of the table 
sent him to his seat. : 

Morris managed to get together 30 by beau- 
tiful position play and the use ef the new 
kiss-nurse made necessary by the introdue- 
tion of the balk-line, finally failing to count 
on an easy massé shot.

“Yott” Affleck, at one time a detective 
and politician in this city, was arrested in 
New York by Inspector Byrne a few days 
ago after turning a $7,000 confidence trick.

EDWARD DONOVAN. 


A Gentleman Who Has Achieved Great- 
mess in the “Taffy” Line—Glucose vs. 
Genuine Sirup~Why Roper & Co. In- 
dorsed Him. 

Edward Donovan, the trusted partner of 
Erastus H. Whétney, has not yet returned to 
Chicago. The disclosures respecting Mr. 
Donovan’s crookedness made in Tue TRIB- 


‘UNE of, yesterday morning created much 


comment among the leading grocery and 
sugar houses ot thecity. Donovan had come 
to be a factor in the sirup trade. He was 
known as “a slaughterer of prices,“ and 
reputable merchants and salesmen did not 
pretend to compete with aman who cut un- 
der fair market prices as did Donovan. It 
appears that the sirup expert not only 
robbed Mr. Whitney, but he grossly abused 
the eontidence placed in him by John Roper 
& Co. Mr. Roper gave the young man every 
opportunity to begin an honorable business 
career, but Donoyan could not endure pros- 
perity.. Yesterday a TRIBUNE reporter had 
a second interview with Duane P. Whitney, 
whose examination of the firm’s books in 


January last resulted in the detection of 
Donovan’s crimes. Mr. Whitney gives some 


interesting recitals touching Donovan’s dis- 


honest acts. -Among other things he says: 
HOW DONOVAN COLLECTED. 

He left the office one day; professedly to 
go to John Roper & Co.’s to collect a balance 
due us as shown by our books. Upon his 
return he said he did not collect any- 
thing, but that they had given us 
credit for a bill which did not appear 
on our books. He said he had sent 
them this bill, but had forgotten to charge 
it from his shippmg-book. He then charged 
the alleged bill on the order-book. We sub- 
sequentiy found out Mat it was a fictitious 
charge. He afterward ackn@wledged to me, 
and to Mr. Graham that the charge was fic- 
titious, and was made merely to have our 
books call for an amount equal to the sum 
Roper & Co. owed u@ according to their 
books.” 

las this account since been settled?“ 

“No. On Jan. 6 Donovan brought in a 
check from Roper & Co, for $400, which was 
credited on the account. We supposed he 
intended to bring in another check soon 


from the same firm to close their account as. 


per our books which he had doctored.”’ 

„ Wnat was the date of the fictitious 
entry?“ 

It was entered on our books in January 
last, under date of Dee. 16, 1882. But that 
transaction, in the matter of crookedness, 
is exceeded by his work in a Dill sold to 
Alexander & Taussig. Oct. 30 last, he en- 
tered on the order-book two bills as follows: 

A PAIR OF BILLA. 
60 barrels Brooklyn sirup at 41% cents. . $1,226.33 
64 barrels Fulton sirup at 89 ceuts 1,167.66 

“He made the collection from Alexander 
& Taussig for those bills. On their face they 
called for $2,393.99. They paid him on ac- 
count of this $2,274.15. ater they paid 
$100.82. He represented that the latter 
amount closed the account, allowing for 
some small claim they had made for cooper- 
age, etc. As appears by his entries he re- 


ceived for the bills sold 39 and 41, 4 |" 


cents respectively. The bills rendere 
to Alexander & Taussig, however, show 
that the goods were sold to them at 
25 and 26 cents. This was far below the cost 
and below the market value at that time. 
U pon investigation we find that this check 
was not the check given to him for the first 
sale made to them, but that he made a sale 
to them Oct. 26, for which they paid him 

$2,482.90. This check he had cashed and 
with the proceeds purchased a draft from 
from the First National Bank for $1,958.19, 
and remitted itto the American & Buffalo 
Grape Sugar Company of Buffalo, to settle 
tor a bill of sirup bought of them which did 
not appear on our books.“ 

OTHER SPECIMENS. 

„Has he made other collections for which 
he has not accounted properly ?” 

Any number of them. He collected bills 
from Sprague, Warner & Co., Gray, Burt & 
Kingman, and Jolin 8. Gould & Co.. and ap- 
propriated the moneys partly to his own use 
and partly to cover up items wf returned 
goods. Here is another specimen of his 
fraudulent work.” 

MR. ROPER’S STATEMENT. 

Yesterday afternoon John Roper tolda 
TRIBUNE reporter that he r will- 
ing to tell what he knew of Edward Dono- 
van and Erastus H. Whitney. Mr. Roper 
said: A year ago last fall Mr. Whitney— 
whom I had known for some years—came to 
me and wanted me to furnish money to en- 
able him to manufacture sirup. 1 made a 
sort of trade with him whereby I should 
own the sirup and give him a certain royalty 
for the manufacture. He went ahead under 
this agreement, and after three Sor four 
2 the plan not working as well as 
1 had c<hoped, 1 concluded to get out. 
I therefore notified Mr. Whitney that Jan. 1, 
1882, I should put a stop to the deal. Mr. 
W hitney took an inventory, and it show 
that 1 had sirup on hand worth $2,600. Afte 
that Whitney asked me about Donovan. 1 
thought Donovan was honest, and said so. 
He was ambitious and a hard worker.”

A petition to the Canadian Mipisterof Rail- 
roads and Canals was rather numerously signed 
on Chauge yesterday. It seems that an order 
bas been recently passed tothe effect that no 
vessel having a fixed bowspritshali be allowed 
on the Welland Canal. The order is understood 
to have been issued because last summer a ves- 
sel with a fixed bowsprit did some damage toa 
bridge on the canal. The petition asks that the 
order may be rescinded, as it tends to defeat the 
usefulness of the canal. 

It is supposed that there was an increase of 
about 1,500,000 bu in the visible supply of corn 
during last week,which should read 2,500,000 bu if 
the 1,000,000 bu error of last week be corrected in 
the next official statement. The increase is 
about equally contributed by Chicago and St.

Town of Lake Troubles— some Whole- 
some Law asto the Responsibility of 
Town Trustees, 

Judge Moran yesterday morning decided the 
case of L. L. Mulis, on the relation of Monroe N. 
Lord and others, against A. B. Condit, George 
Muirhead, and others, which was a bill to com- 
pel the defendants, officers of the Town of Lake, 
to account for moneys alleged to have been 
wronfully received by them, It was charged 
that Condit, while Town Treasurer, appropriated 
town funds to his own use, received iile- 
gal interest and commissions, and that 
the Trustees voted themselves illegal fees 
and per diem compensation. The 
troubles of the town with Condit and his asso- 
ciates have been a subject of contention for a 
long time, and have often been written up. 
The case was referred to the Master, who filed 

—— some time ago finding in favor of the 
complainants. Exceptions were then filed to 
the Master's report and argued at great length 
afew weeks ago. The Judge in deciding on the 
exceptions said that the Town of Lake was in- 
corporated under special charter ſu 1868, and 

overned by a board of five Trustees, 

Their compensation was to be “* $3 

a day for each day’s attendance at the meetings 

of the board, to be eertified by the clerk.” It was 

admitted that each of the defendants received 
for services as Trustee a large amount in excess 
of what each would be entitled toif the sole 
measure of compensation for services as Trustee 


was to be found in the above provision of the 
charter. The defendants claimed to be also en- 


ings and other town business, by virtue of a 
town ordinance which gave $3 a day for each 
day’s aes vise in the necessary business of 

e town. Ir the Board of Trustees had 
the power to pass sucn an ordinance, then the 
Trustees would be entitled to all the pay they 
received. But a careful examination of the 
charter failed to show any provision which by 
any fair rule of construction authorized the 
Boatd of Trustees to 6x theirowg compensa- 
— for services rendered by theni as Trustees, 

The charter gave them power to fix the com- 
pensation of various other officers, but the Ler- 
islature itself had fixed the compensation of 
Trustees. As a general rule, where the Legisla- 
ture créated an office and fixed the compenga- 
tion that compensation must. be construed to 
cover the performance of the entire duties per- 
taining to such office. Another rule of 
law was that where an office was created 
and certain specific duties were compensated by 
the law creating the office, other duties per- 
taining to the office were to be pertormed 
gratuitously. Municipal bodies derived all their 
powers from the act of the Legisiature, and 
when the fees or compensations ol Trustees or 
other Officers was fixed by the General Assem- 
hiy such compensation was exclusive, and such 
bodies could not change or add to it un- 
less express power to do so was given. The 
town ordinance, therefore, increasing the pay of 
the Trustees must be heid to be void, and any 
money paid to the Trustees in pursuance of such 
void ordinance was illewally paid. 

As to Condit’s compensation, the evidence 
showed he received 2 per cent on the money in 
‘the treasury when he went into office, and on 
each successive reGlection for the three years 
following he was again allowed 2 per cent on the 
balance held by him in the Treasury, and which 
he turned over to himself as his own successof. 
By this means be received in the second year 2 
per cent on .upwards of $26,000, which he re- 
ceived as Treasurer during bis first year, and 
on which he bad already been paid 2 

er cent when he first collected it. 

n like manner he received 2 per cent 
on a balance of $15,000 in dis third 
year, and a like amount on a balance of $20,000 
in bis fourth year, besides the 2 per cent on the 
same sums whep he first collected them. The 
charter expressly provided he should only have 
2 per cent on the amount of money received 
by bim.” There was nota new Treasury every 
time the office waa filled by a new incumbent. 
In contemplation of law, the Treasury con- 
tinued, and money Once received into the Treas- 
ury was in the Treasury and was not received 
again into the ry when paid over by the 
treasurer who reveived it to his successor 
in office. The new Treasurer on 
coming into office came into the ecnstudy of 
money that migut be in the Treasury, but such 
money could not be said to be received by him, 
for the Treasurer was not authorized to receive 
money from the Treasury. It was not to be pre- 
summed that the Legislature intended to have 
commissions allowed on the same amount twice. 
Condit must be held te account for commissions 
received by him on balances turned over at tbe 
end of different terms. As to the other items, 


| the Master was right in charging Condit with the 


2 per cent commission on the §30,000 loan 
when the money was paid into the Treasury, and 
again when the warrants issued to secure such 
loan and by agreement paid by the County 
Treasurer out of the town moneys came to the 
hands of Condit as vouchers, also commissions 
on tax certifleates, ou the renewal of the loans 
with the sStock-Yards bank, on the different 
transactions with MveCaffrey, and on the double 
credits. The latter, however, were made with- 
out Condit’s knowledge or design. 

As to the item of about $22,000 of interest paid 
by the trustees on loans, ‘they were bot to be 
held personally responsible. Though the law 
now Was well settled mat u municipal corpora- 
tion could not borrow money or pay interest un- 
loss by express eharter authority, yet prior to 
1874 that was not weil established, and from 
some expressions of the Supreme Court it was 
supposed a municipal corporation vould borrow 
money like an individual. In the present case 
the town had the benefit of the money borrowed, 
and it was not equitable to charge the defend- 
ants with money paid out by them in good faith 
104 the benetit of the municipality. While 
the payment of the interest was illegal 
audin strictness a misapproprianon of town 
funds, yet it lacked the element of legal fraud. 
As to the objection that a court of equity had 
no jurisdiction, the point was not well taken 
The officers most interested in large fees and 
compensation were the officers of tue town, and 
would defeat any steps by the town to compel 
un accounting. lu every instance they geemed 
to have allowed compensadon in that spirit of 
loose and profligate generosity and easy 
evasion of the provisions of the law which 
fixed and limited the amount due such officers 
for their services, which seemed to pervade the 
present administration of municipal affairs. 

hey bad appropriated upward of $12,000, which 
it was clearly shown the parties who received it 
bad no right to retain. From April, 1875, to the 
date of tiling the bill Condit had received up- 
ward of $4,000 more than his due, Muirhead 
$1,400, Murphy $1,100, Montgomery $779, and 
Nolan some 800, and if the account could be 
carried beyond the date of the filing of 
the bill those amounts would be consid- 
erably increased. Though the evidence showed 
no actual scheme of fruud, and while there 
probably was no collusion to take or aliow what 
the law did not entitie them to—no proor of 
moral fraud—yet such carelesuess in dealing 
with the money in allowances to each other 
was proved as constituted a legal fraud. 

Tbat money belonged to the people of the 
town, and the péople could not recover it by suit 
at law while the men who were taking it were in 
control of the government of the town. If the 
claim of the defendants that the only remedy 
was by suit at law in the name of the 
town, was true, the situation of the taxpayers 
would be indeed heipless and pitiful. But such 
was not the law. The jurisdicion of a court of 
equity was clear in such cases as the present 
one, and it was the only court that could give 
relief. The death of Murphy hbaving been 
shown, no judgment could be taken as to him, 
but a decree would go againet the other defend- 
ante for the above amounts as found by the 
Master. = 
Au Interesting Potnt of Law in @ 

Breach of Promise (ase. 

The only dase of particular interest among 
those decided yesterday by Appellate Court was 
that of Nathan A. Stone, appellant, against Dora 
Apple, appellee. This suit to recover damages 
for breach of promise of marrisge was brought. 
by Mise Apple against Stone. Sue claimed that 
he promised in April, 1881, to marry her in Sep- 
tember following, and that the 2th of that 
month was ftixed as the particular day. Both 
parties were Hebrews and the marriage wus to 
be in accordance with the rules of that church. 
He failed to keep bis promise, and she immedi- 
ately brougot suit. His defense was 
that the 25th of September was a holy 
season among the Hebrews, during which 
marriage was forbidden. He also claimed no 
specific day was xed for the marriage, though 
be admitted he was unwiling to marry Mias 
Apple on the above-menaoned day. The jury 
thought Stone was cleariy at fault ia the matter. 
and rendered a verdict for 62.40 against bim.

CEKEEDS OF SALE. 

L. & Co., of New Orleans, were sued in attach- 
ment and their establishment seized at haif- 
past 10 o'clock a. m., New Orleans time, on Nov. 
20, 1881. The action was brought by local cred- 
itors upon a demand for $5,035, of which 62.500 
became due Nov. 26, 1881, and, the balance 
Deo. 13, 1881. H., of New York, owned a note of 
L. & Co., which brokers sold to the Hanover Na- 
tional Bank after II .o’clock a. m. of Nov. , 
1881; and on information belug received of the 
attachment the same day the bank claimed the 
proceeds of the sale of the note from the brok- 
ers, and H. also claimed it. In tbis ease, Harris 
ve. Hanover National Bank, in the United States 
Circuit Court, Southern District of New York, 
Judge Coxe, in deciding in favor of the bank, 
said: Tue bank is entitled to the money. The 
almost unbroken line of authority seems to es- 
tablish the doctrine that if bills of a broken 
bank, or the notes of L gy who bas previvus- 
ly failed. are transferred in the payment of a 
debt, both parties being ignorant of the failure 
and innocent of fraud, the creditor may repu- 
diate the payment upon a tender of the dis- 
honored note, and recover the amountdue. It 
is a mutual mistake of fact. The plaintiſf con- 
tends that in contemplation of the law the at- 
tachment did not imply either insolvency or a 
failure of L. & Co. The attachmeat was granted 
on the ground that L. & Co. were disposing of 
their property with the intent to defraud their 
creditors. They were unable to meet their obli- 
gu ons as they fell due. and suffered their proper- 
ty to be taken on a charge of fraud, Which was not 
denied, and they were legally if not actually ia- 
solvent. The questions in this action are by no 
means free from perplexities and doubt, but 
the weight of authority seems to uphold the 
positions taken by the defendant.” 


INTOXICATING LIQUORS — NUISANCE — RIGHT 
OF PROPERTY. 


D had C keeping a liquor saloon in bis name, 
C, for bim, who had an execution against 
C., caused it to be ievied on the liquors. D 
brought replevin against M and took the 
liquers, but on the trial of the action the court 
held that the liquors, being for sale by C, were, 
mee the statute, a nuisance, and directed that 
they be returned to. he plaintiff carried the 
case, Donohue vs. Maloney, to the Supreme 
Court of Errors of Connecticut, on the ground 
that the statute applied only to liquor seized as 
a nuisance oy legal proceedings. Judge Porter, 
in decidiag against the plaintiff, said: The 
statute declares all intoxicating liquor, intended 
by the owner or keeper thereof to be sold in 
violation of law, shall, with the veasels in which 
it is contained, be a nuisance. It is the plain 
intent of the statute to remove all temptation 
to the iliégal keeping and selling of intoxicating 
liquors, and to accomplish 
making these acts unprotitable. 
end it is framed of language 
which is all inclusive—which does not admit of 
the limitation claimed. The plaintiff having 
made these liquors a nuisance, he cannot use 
the process of the courts to recover -them, for 
they willi not be recoguized as property.“ 
NUISANCE-INCONVENIENT BUILDING. 

A bill in equity was filed by certain property- 
Owners praying that a building in a highway 
pertaining to their property be removed, and 
that the closing up of the highway be enjoined. 
There was nothing about the building itself del- 
eterious to the health of the complainants, or 
that renders the use of their babitation uncom- 
fortable and dangerous—it was simply incon- 
venient to have the buiiding oecupy the street. 
In this cage—Clark vs. Donaidson—the*Supreme 
Court of iilipoig decided that an injunction 
could not be granted. Judge Schofield, in the 
opinion, said: * The building baving been erect- 
ed, a court of equity would not, except in an ex- 
treme case, interfere to remove the building. 
If it were a buiiding dangerous to property or 
life, before a jury could hear and decide upon a 
cause, the court might act. But if itis only, as it 
is in this case, an inconvenience, no maiter how 
great, a court of equity would have no right to 
interfere and abate the nuisance, at auy rate 
before the question is settled at law,” 
NEGOTIABLE INSTRUMENTS~—HELD AS COL- 

LATERAL SECURITY--PAYMENT TO BOR- 

ROWERS, 

A bank lent H money on seven promissory 
notes as coliateral security. The notes were not 
due and were indorsed, but on presenting them 
when due the makers said that they bad fully 

paid them to H. An action upon the notes was 
— brought, City Bank vs. Taylor, and on the 

appeal from the judgment of the trial court in 
tavor of the defendant to the Supreme Court 
of lowa the judgment was reversed. Judge 
Day, in the opiaion, said: “The law presumes 
the assignment of the notes to the bank to be 
for value, and no proof was offered to show that 
the consideration was not sufficient to sustain 
the right of the bank to the notes. Uniess, 
there!ore, the bank authorized the maker to 
pay H, or consented before or after the payment 
that it shouid be paid to him, or authorized H to 
receive payment, the bank was entitled to judg- 
ment on Wwe notes.’

The stock bolders of the Union Pacitic and the 
Crédit Mobilier were substantiaily the same, and 
when the great project had been completet, the 
balance in favor of the Crédit Mobilier which is 
now the subject of controversy, was found bya 
committee consisting of Mr. Sherman, the 
Government Director, and Mesers. Dillon, Macy, 
and Duff. At avout this time the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania brought suit against the 
Crédit Mobilier for income-tax alierwed 40 be 
due, and in the lower court judgment was en- 
tered in favor of the Commonwealth. The 
Crédit Mobilier appealed, and the Union Pacitic, 

as surety for the Crédit Mobilier, gave its note 
for $2,000,000, and after the termination of the 
su the note was to be applied toward settling 
the account between the Crédit Mobilier and the 
Union Pacific. 

In 1873, for the first time, the Union Pacific, 
through its Board ot Management, contested the 
claim of the Crédit Mobilier, and claimed that 
the original contract, although purporting to 
have been made by Hoxie, was really made in 
the interest of Thomas C. Durant, and his fraud 
make the contract void. Another ground of 
fraud charged was that the estimated cost per 
mile by the engineer who made the preliminary 
survey was $35,000, and that the contract price 
as paid Hoxie was $50,000 per mile. 

In answer to this last proposition the Crédit 
Mobilier say that after the preliminary survess 
were made the cousulting engineer, Mr. Sey- 
mour, came to the conciusion that it was best to 
have the ruling grade fifty teet per mile instead 
of eighty, as previous'y agreed upon, and as this 
involved a much larger cost, Mr. Hoxie’s con- 
tract of $50,000 per .mile was based u — 
this change. The position taken by the Cr 
Mobilier is that whatever may have been —

The injurious effects are not very noticeable 
Until the person has been using the weed tor 
about fifteen years, but the use of the pipe to 
excess will show its injurious effects in less 
time. Tobacco chewing is the most injurious, 
as the tobacco acts as un irritantin two ways, 
mechanically and by its properties—mechbani- 
cally by particies of the tobacco being forced 
between the gums and the teeth. We have 

roofs of the irritable effects of tobacco in snuff. 
— direct effect of using tobacco is the reces- 
sion of the gumsof all the teeth, but more es- 
pecially those on the side of the mouth used 

in chewing the tobacco.
